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İntroduction 


To the student 


This book has been vvritten to help you learn nevv vocabulary. You already knovv a large number 

of English vvords, but to express yourself more fully and in a more sophisticated vvay at the upper- 
intermediate level, you vvill idealiy need about 4,000 vvords, so increasing your vocabulary is very 
important for your general progress in English. In this book, there are over 2,500 nevv vvords and 
phrases for you to learn. You vvill find them on the left-hand page of each unit. Every nevv vvord or 
phrase is used in a sentence, or in a conversation, or isin a table, or has a picture vvith it, or has 
some explanation ofvvhat it means. On the right-hand page there are exercises and other activities 
to help you practise using the vvords and to help you to remember them. The book has been vvritten 
so that you can use it yourself, vvithout a teacher. You can do the units in any order you like, but vve 
believe it is a good idea if you do Units1 to A first, as they vvill help you to vvork vvith the rest of the 
book in the best possible vvay. 


The Ansvver key at the end ofthe book is for you to check your ansvvers to the exercises after you do 
them. The Ansvver key sometimes has more than one ansvver. This is because often there is not lust 
one correct vvay of saying something. VVhere you are asked to talk about yourself, in the Over to you 
exercises, vve do not generally provide ansvvers, since this is your opportunity to vvork completely 
independently and in a very personal vvay, so everyone”s ansvvers vvill be very different. 


The Index at the end ofthe book has all the important vvords and phrases from the left-hand 
pages. The Index also tells you hovv to pronounce vvords. There is a table of phonemic symbols to 
help you understand the pronunciation on page 258. 


You should also have a dictionary vvith you vvhen you use the book. You can use a paper 
dictionary or an electronic one, or you can go to Cambridge Dictionaries Online at 
http://dictionary.cambridge.org. Access to a dictionary is useful because sometimes you may 
vvant to check the meaning of something, or find a vvord in your ovvn language to help you 
remember the English vvord. Sometimes, you vvill also need a dictionary for the exercises, vve 
tell you vvhen this is so. 


To learn a lot of vocabulary, you have to do tvvo things: 


1 Study each unit of the book carefully and do all the exercises. Check your ansvvers in the Ansvver 
key. Repeat the units after a month, and then again after three months, and see hovv much you 
have learnt and hovv much you have forgotten. 


2 Develop vvays of your ovvn to study and learn nevv vvords and phrases vvhich are not in this 
book. For example, every time you see or hear an interesting phrase, vvrite it in a notebook, and 
vvrite vvho said it or vvrote it, and in vvhat situation, as vvell as vvhat it means. Making notes of 
the situations vvords are used in vvill help you to remember them and to use them at the right 
moment. 


VVe hope you like this book. VVhen you have finished it, you can go to the next book in the series, 
English Vocabulary in Use Advanced. Along vvith this book, you can also use the more specialised 
titles: English ldioms in Use, English Phrasal Verbs in Use and English Collocations in Use, all of 
vvhich are available at intermediate and advanced levels.

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To the teacher 


This book can be used in class or as a self-study book. İt is intended to take learners from a 
lovver-intermediate level of vocabulary to an upper-intermediate level. The vocabulary has been 
chosen for its usefulness in everyday situations, and vve consulted the Cambridge International 
Corpus (novv knovvn as the Cambridge English Corpus), a vvritten and spoken corpus of present- 
day English, including a huge learner corpus, to help us decide on the vvords and phrases to be 
included for students at B2 (CEFR) level. The nevv vocabulary (on average 25-30 items perunit) is 
presented vvith illustrations and explanations on the left-hand page, and there are exercises and 
activities on the right-hand page. There is an Ansvver key and an Index vvith pronunciation for the 
target vocabulary. The Ansvver key at the end of the book is for students to check their ansvvers to 
the exercises after they do them. 


The book focuses not ust on single vvords, but on useful phrases and collocations, and the 
vocabulary is illustrated in natural contexts. The book is organised around everyday topics, but 
also has units devoted to basic concepts such as time, number and movement, linking vvords, 
vvord formation, multi-vvord expressions, pronunciation and varieties and style, as vvell as a set 
of initial units concerned vvith vvays of learning vocabulary. Typical errors are indicated vvhere 
appropriate, based on information from the Cambridge Learner Corpus, and the most typical 
meanings and uses are focused on for each item. The units in the book can be used in any 
order you like, but vve vvould advise doing the initial units (Units 1 to 4) first, as these lay the 
foundations for the rest of the book. 


The right-hand pages offer a variety of different types of activities, vvith some traditional ones 
such as gap-filling, but also more open-ended ones and personalised activities vvhich enable 
learners to talk about their ovvn lives. Although the activities and exercises are designed for self- 
study, they can easily be adapted for pairvvork, groupvvork or vvhole-class activities in the usual 
vvay. The Ansvver key sometimes gives alternative ansvvers to the exercises. This is because often 
there is not lust one correct vvay of saying something. VVhere students are asked to talk about 
themselves, in the Over to you exercises, vve do not generally provide ansvvers, since these 
exercises give learners the opportunity to vvork completely independently and in a very personal 
VVay, so everyone”s ansvvers vvill be very different. 


V/hen the learners have vvorked through a group ofunits, it isa good idea to repeat some of 

the vvork (for example, the exercises) and to expand on the meaning and use of key vvords and 
phrases by extra discussion in class, and find other examples of the key items in other texts and 
situations. This can be done at intervals of one to three months after first vvorking on a unit. This 
is important, since it is usually the case that learners need five to seven exposures to a vvord or 
phrase before they can really begin to knovv it, and no single book can do enough to ensure that 
vvords are alvvays learnt first time. 


V/hen your students have finished all the units in this book, they vvill be ready to move on to the 
higher-level books in this series: English Vocabulary in Use Advanced, and the advanced levels of 
English ldioms in Use, English Phrasal Verbs in Use and English Collocations in Use, by the same 
authors as this book.

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Learning vocabulary 


VIhat do you need to learn? 


Did you knovv that there are over half a million vvords in English but that the average native speaker 
only uses about 5,000 in everyday speech? You already knovv many of those 5,000 vvords. This book 
vvill help you to learn many of those that you do not yet knovv and it vvill help you to use them 
appropriately and accurately. 


VVhat does knovving a nevv vvord mean? 
İt is not enough İust to knovv the meaning of a vvord. You also need to knovv: 


- vvhich vvords it is usually used vvith, 

- its grammatical characteristics, 

- hovv itis pronounced, 

- vvhether it is formal, informal or neutral. 


So vvhen you learn a vvord you should make sure that you: 


, Learn nevv vvordsin phrases not iin isolation. 

, Notice hovv vvords commonly go together. These are called collocations and include: 
adiectives “ nouns, e.g. rich vocabulary, classical music, common sense, 
verbs £“ nouns, e.g. to express an opinion, to take sides, 
nouns in phrases, e.g. in touch vvith, a train set, a sense of humour, 
vvords “ prepositions, e.g. qt q loss for vvords, in particular. 

. Notice special grammatical characteristics of nevv vvords. For example, note irregular verbs, 
e.g. undertake, undertook, undertaken, uncountable nouns, 
e.g. İuggage, or nouns that are only used in the plural, e.g. scissors. 

. Notice any special pronunciation problems vvith nevv vvords. 

, Check ifthe vvord is particularly formal or informal in character, in other vvords if it has a 
particular register.

English has a remarkable range of vvords. Thanks to periods of contact vvith foreign languages and 
its readiness to coin nevv vvords out of old elements, English has a particularly large vocabulary.

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Guessing and explaining meaning 


VVorking out meaning from context 
There are a number of clues you can use to help you understand the meaning of an unfamiliar vvord. 
The context in vvhich the vvord is used 


“ Visual clues: for example, a picture in a book or film footage in a TV nevvs broadcast. 

“ Your ovvn background knovvledge about a situation: for example, if you already knovv that 
there has iust been an earthquake in a big 
city, then you vvill find it easy to understand 
the vvord “earthquake” vvhen you hear a 
nevvs broadcast about it. 

“ The vvords around the unfamiliar vvord: 
for example, “Tara picked one tall yellovv 
gladiolus to putiin her nevv vase” Even if 
you have never seen or heard the vvord 
“gladiolus” it is clear from the context that 
it is a type of flovver. 

“ Grammatical clues: for example, it is 
clear that “superstitious” must be an 
adiective in the sentence “Alelandro is very 
superstitious and vvould never vvalk under 
a ladder? or that “gingerly” is an adverb 
in “Mike came gingerly dovvn the stairs, 
trying to avoid all the broken glass” 





Similarity to other vvords you already knov: in English 


A large number ofvvords in English are made up of combinations of other vvords. You may never have 
seen the vvord “headscarf” for example, but it is easy to vvork out that it is a scarf vvorn on the head. 
Units 74-76 vvill help you improve your skills in understanding hovv English uses everyday vvords to 
build up nevv concepts. 


Structure 


A prefix or suffix may give you a clue: for example, Units 70-72 focus on different aspects of vvord 
formation in English and should help you use those clues to make sense ofunfamiliar vvords. 


Similarity to a vvord you knovr in your ovvn (or some other) language 


If your first language is of Latin or of Germanic origin, you vvill come across many vvords in English 
that resemble vvords in your ovvn language. Hovvever, English has taken many vvords from many 
other languages too. So make use of any other languages you knovv. 

But remember that some vvords are false friends - they sound as if they mean the same 

but in fact they have a different meaning. For example, gift in English means q present but in German 
Gift means poison.

Most names of countries are used vvithout “the, but some countries and other names have “the” 
before them, e.g. the United States / the US(A), the United Kingdom / the UK, the Netherlands, 
the Philippines, the United Arab Emirates / the UAE, the European Union / the EU, the 
Commonvvealth.

Some nationalities and cultural identities have nouns for referring to people, e.g. a Finn, a Suvede, a 
Turk, a Spaniard, a Dane, a Briton, an Arab, a Pole. For most nationalities vve can use the adiective as 
a noun, e.g. a German, an italian, a Belgian, a Catalan, a Greek, an African, 

a European. Some need vvoman/ many person added to them (you can”t say “a Dutch”), so if in doubt, 
use them, e.g. a Dutch man, a French vvoman, an irish person, an icelandic man.

University studies 


Students vvho attend university in the UK start vvith undergraduate studies, vvhich are usualiy the 
studies tovvards a bachelor”s degree İa first degree at universityl. They follovv a programme of different 
modules İparts of the university coursel. They usually have to complete a certain number of credits each 
year. For example, if the students need 180 credits, they might take tvvo modules of 

60 credits each, and their dissertation İlong piece of vvritingl might be vvorth another 60 credits. VVhen 
they have graduated İcompleted their bachelor”s degreel, students become graduates. 





If they vvant to continue their university education, students can begin postgraduate studies. The 
first stage of this vvould be a master”s degree, and aft er that they can do a PhD (doctor of philosophy) 
fthe highest university degreel. Postgraduate studies require students to specialise in a particular field, 

and they often do research. They usually have to vvrite another dissertation (for a master”s degree) 

or a thesis (for a PhD).

called pottery. 

Henry is an architect - he”s designing a building - his type of art 
is called architecture. 

An abstract painting involves shapes and colours rather than 
images of real people or things. A portrait is a painting of 

a person. A landscape is a painting of a scene in the countryside. A still Ufe is a painting of a set of 
obiects that do not move, usually fruit or flovvers. An original painting is one produced by the painter 
him/herself rather than a copy or reproduction.

Dealing vvith the problems 


VVorldvvide efforts are being made to improve the situation. Green parties and green or ecological 
policies are mainly concerned vvith protecting the environment. Conservation organisations are 
developing nature reserves vvhere plants and animals are protected. Some farmers produce organic 
food, vvhich avoids the use of harmful chemicals. More compahniers try to behave in a vvay that is 
environmentally friendly or ecologically sound. Societles attempt to dispose of vvaste in a more 
responsible vvay, by, for example, recycling as much as possible.

The vvords city and tovvn are sometimes used interchangeably but a city is generally large vvith a 
vvider range of facilities. This is a description of Cork, one of lreland”s main cities. V/hich vvords or 
phrases might be useful for describing your ovvn or another tovvn? 


Cork city is the maior metropolis of the south, indeed, vvith a population me” A a, 
of about 119,500, it is the second largest city in the Republic. The main " — 
business and shopping centre of the tovvn lies on the island created by 
tvvo channels of the River Lee, vvith many of the suburbs vvithin vvalking 
distance of the centre. The buses tend to be overcrovvded and the one-vvay 
traffic system is extremely complicated. In the hilly area of the city is the 
famous Shandon Steeple, the bell-tovver of St Anne”s Church, built on the 
site ofa church destroyed vvhen the city vvas besieged by the English in 1690. 
Back across the River Lee lies the city”s cathedral, an imposing 19th-century 
buildingin the French Gothic style. Cork has tvvo markets. Neither caters specifically for tourists butthose vvho 
enioy the lively atmosphere of a real vvorking market vvill appreciate their charm. The tovvn has good sports 
and arts facilities. The Cravvford Art Gallery is vvellvvorth a visit. lt regularly puts on adventurous exhibitions 
by contemporary artists. The fashionable residential districts of Cork city overlook the picturesque harbour. 
There are other residential areas on the outskirts.

Communications and the internet 





The internet 


The Internet / the net is a netvvork connecting millions 
of computer users vvorldvvide. The VVorld Vide Veb / the 
VVeb is a huge portion of the Internet containing linked 
documents, called pages. 


If you have a broadband connection then your access to 
the Internet should be fast. Many cafes and other public 
places novv offer people a vvi-fi /vvarıfaı/ connection to 
the Internet - this means that you can access the internet 
through a vvireless netvvork, i.e. vvithout needing a cable 
of any kind. 





VVhen you brovvse, you look for information on the Internet. The softvvare that helps you do this can 
be called a brovvser (e.g. Internet Explorer” or Firefox”). You use a search engine to help you locate 
vhat you vvant. Google” is one of the best knovvn search engines and people novv talk about googling 
someone or something. You can easily spend a lot of time surfing the net / the VVeb. İnavigating 
around the İnternet, sometimes aimlessiyl 


A vvebsite is a document on the VVeb giving information about a particular subfect, person or 
institution. The introductory page is called the home page. From this there are links to other pages. 
Good vvebsites are easy to navigate or find your vvay around. One option on many vvebsites is an FAQ 
page. This stands for “frequently asked questions? a list of common questions and helpful ansvvers. 
You can bookmark vvebsites that you log onl1 to frequently. 

If a vvebsite gets a lot of hits, that means that it has been visited by a lot of people. 


Sometimes you need to subscribe to a site, vvhich means you become a member öfit. 
This may involve having a special username and choosing a passurord. You vvill only 
be able to log in? to the site if you enter this information correctly. 


You can store your data on your computer or phone, or you can store it in the cloud3.

Online communication 


You can communicate vvith others by email. V/ith an email you can include an 
attachment. You can attach a photo, for example. You can also send someone 
an e-card. A server is a poveerful central computer from vvhich other computers 


get information. If your (ISP) internet service provider”s server is dovun İnot 
functioningl, you may not be able to send emails. 


You can use your computer to Skype friends and family - the softuvare allovvs 
you to make phone calls using your computer and the Tnternet, and you can see 
vhich people on your contact list are online at the same time. If you each have 
a Vvvebcam, you can see each other as you talk. 


Many modem online programs can be called interactive, i.e. they allov/ users 
to become involved in the exchange of information. For example, social 
netvvorking sites like Facebook are a popular vvay for people to keep in touch 
vvith their friends. 


A vviki is a vvebsite vvhich allovvs users to add, delete and edit its contents. 
VVikipedia is perhaps the vvorld”s largest vviki. Blogs are also interactive as they 
are a kind of online diary that readers can add comments to. Many people are 
involved in online gaminzg, playing vvith people vvho they have never met. Often 


these games make use of virtual reality. la set of images and sounds produced by a

On social media, it”s important to think aboutvvho can see your personal information: 


“ Ifyou have to give personal information (e.g. date of birth, address) vvhen you create an account, 
make sure thatit”s keptprivate. ls better not to give this information if you don”t have to.

Common noun suffixes 


-er / /isusedforthe person vvho does an activity, e.g. vvriter, painter, vvorker, shopper, teacher. You 
can use -er vvith a vvide range of verbs to make them into nouns. 

Sometimes the -er suffix is vvritten as -or (it is still pronounced / /). It is vvorth making a special list of 
these vvords as you meet them, e.g. actor, donor İperson vvho donates somethingl), 

operator, sailor, supervisor İperson vvhose İob is to make sure that other people do their iobs correctly, 
safely, etc.l. 

-er/-or are also used for things vvhich do a particular /iob, e.g. pencil sharpener, bottle opener, grater, 
proyector, stapler, coat hanger. 

-er and -ee (pronounced /i /) can contrastvvith each other meaning “person vvho does something” 

(-er) and “person vvho receives or experiences the action” (-ee), e.g. employer/employee /empləri 1:/, 
sender, addressee, payee (e.g. of a sum of money). 

-tion/-sion/-ion are used to form nouns from verbs, e.g. complication, pollution, reduction, 
alteration, donation, promotion, admission, action. 

-İst la person) and -ism İan activity or ideologyl are used for people”s politics, beliefs and ideologies, 
and sometimes their profession (compare vvith -er/-or professions above), e.g. Marxist, typist, physicist, 
terrorist, Buddhism, iournalism.

Prefixes are often used to give adiectives a negative or an opposite meaning. For example, fair/unfair, 
experienced/inexperienced and similar/dissimilar are opposites. Other examples are “unnatural, 
“inedible” “disorganised” Unfortunately, there is no easy vvay of knovving vvhich prefix any adiective 
vvill use to form its opposite. 

in- becomes im- before a root beginning vvith “m” or "p) e.g. immature, impatient, immoral, 
impossible, improbable. Similarly in- becomes ir- before a vvord beginning vvith “r” e.g. irregular, 
irresponsible, irreplaceable, and il- before avvord beginning vvith “, e.g. illegal, illegible, iliterate.

The prefix in- (and its variations) does not alvvays have a negative meaning - often it gives the idea 
of inside or into, e.g. internal, import, insert, income. 





Negative prefixes on verbs

These prefixes are used to reverse the action of the verb. Here are some more examples: disagree, 
disapprove, disbelieve, disconnect, discourage, dislike, disprove, disqualify, unbend, undo, undress, 
unfold, unload, unlock, unveil, unvvrap, unzip.

V/hat are abstract nouns? 


An abstract noun represents an idea, experience or quality ratherthan an ob/ecttthat you 
can touch. For example, advice, happiness, intention and (in)İustice are abstract nouns butpen, 
bed and trousers are not. 


Suffixes in abstract nouns 


Certain suffixes (see Unit 70) are used frequently in abstract nouns. The most common are -ment, 
-ion, -ness and -ity. The suffix-ion sometimes becomes -tion, -sion, -ation or -ition. The suffixes 
-mentand -ion areusually used to makeverbsinto abstract nouns. The suffixes -ness 

and -ity are added to adiectives.

Acompound noun is a fixed expression vvhich is made up of more than one vvord andfunctions as 

a noun. Such expressions are frequently combinations of tvvo nouns, e.g. car park, human being 
İpersonl, science fiction İfiction based on some kind ofscientific fantasyl. Anumber of compound nouns 
are related to phrasal verbs and these are dealtvvith in Unit 76. 


BB) Hovv are compound nouns vrritten? 


Ifyou understand both parts of the compound noun, the meaning vvill usually be clear. Compound 
nouns areusually vvritten as tvvo vvords, e.g. tin opener lan openerfortinsl, bank account lan account

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Multi-vvord expressions 


Learning and remembering multi-vvord expressions 


Fixed expressions, also knovvn as iidioms, often have meaningsthat are not clear or obvious. For 
example, the expression to feelunder the vveather, vvhich means “to feel unvvellP is typical, The 
vvords do notttellusvvhatit means, butthe contextusually helps. 


Think of multi-vvord expressions asunits, yustlike single vvords, alvvays record the vvhole expression 
in your notebook, along vvith information on grammar and collocation, e.g. Thistin opener has seen 
better days. lit is rather old and broken dovvn, usually of things, alvvays perfect tense forml 


Multi-vvord expressions ofthis type are often rather informal and include a personal commenton 
the situation. They are sometimes humorous or ironic. Asvvith any informalvvords, be careful hovv 
you use them. Neveruse them /ust to sound “fluent” or “good atEnglish” In a formalsituation vvith a 
person you do not knovv, don”t say: 


“Hovv do you do, Mrs VAatson? Do take the vveight offyour feet.” Isit dovvn) 


Instead say: “Do sitdovvn” or “Have a seat?

The stress ison 
the first syllable of the vvord vvhen it is a noun and the second syllable vvhen it is a verb, e.g. I//ool is a 
mafor Scottish export. Scotland exports a lot of vvool. Here are some other vvords like this.

Multi-syllable vvords in English tend to put their main stress on the third syllable from the end, e.g.

Note that, although this rule is 
useful, it does have plenty of exceptions.

Formality is all about your relationship vvith the person you”re speaking or vvriting to. Ifyou use 
formal language, it may be because you vvish to shovv respect, politeness, or to putyourself at 

a distance (for example, “official” language, or academic language). Informal language can shovv 
friendliness, equality or a feeling of closeness and solidarity vvith someone. You should never use 
informal language İust to sound fluent or clever.

Slang 


Slang is extremely informallanguage. Slang helps to make speech vivid, colourful and interesting but 
itcan easily be used inappropriately. Slang is mainly used in speech but itis also often found in the 
popular press and in literature. Slang changes very quickly, so some vvords go outoffashion, butyou 
may meetthem in novels andfilms. Some slang expressions may cause offence to some people. Here 
are some examples you may hear or read.

If you see the phrase as dead as a doornail, you don”tneed 
to knovv vhat a doornail is, simpliy thatthe vvhole phrase means “totally dead” But remember fixed 
similes are usually informal and often humorous. Those marked “ are negative and could offend. Use 
all these expressionsvvith care and keep them generally as part of your receptive vocabulary.

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US English 


English in the USA 


English in the USA differs from British English. Pronunciation isthe moststriking difference butthere 
are also differences in vocabulary and spelling as vvellas some differences in grammar. Americans 
say the fall, vvhile British English speakers say qutumn, American speakers say on the vveekend, British 
English prefers at the vveekend.Yet, generally, British and American spealkers have little difficulty in 
understanding each other. 








American English spelling 

American English spelling is usually simpler. For example, British English vvords ending in -our and 
-re end in -or and -er in American English, e.g. colour/color, centre/center. Many verbsendingin 
-ise in British English end in -ize in US English (realise/realize). There are differences iin individual 
vvords too, e.g. British fevvellery is fevvelry in American English.
